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Picture Censorship in Operation 


ERHAPS more interest will be manifested by the people 


of those states which have refused or failed to adopt a 
system’ of motion-pieture censorship in the report re- 
cently submitted to the Legislature by the New ¥ ork 
, than by the people of that state itself. New York-

ers know, or probably elaim to know, ( 
works. Those of other states possibly wonder just what good 
results, if any, have been realized by a presumably strict and 
impartial supervision of pictures offered for exhibition. 

It seems to be the quite generally accepted theory of most 
of the people of America that the patrons of the motion-pic- 
ture houses, like the patrons of the theaters, are the logical, 
if indeed not the severest erities of the products of the picture 


studios. They claim to be able to point to the co-operation of 
exhibitors in those states where no publie censorship boards 


exist as proof of the facet that popular, rather than legalized, 
supervision has insured “safe and sane’’ policies and practices. 

But despite this showing, it appeats that in the some- 
what more than three years during which the New York com- 
mission has been in existence it has compelled the complete or 
partial deletion of several hundred films which otherwise 
would have been publicly or privately displayed. It may " 
that the guardians of so large a clientele as that represented 
by the New York public have, indirectly, aided in purifying a 
product, or lessened the volume of a product, which otherwise 
would have found its way into other oommunities or states. 
It may be argued that producers. assured that New York of- 
fers no market for objectionable wares, 
attempt to supply them for exhibition elsewhere. 

But aside from this purely commercial consideration, it 
the case of motion-picture exhibitors, as 2 
the case of theater proprietors and theatrical producers, the 
chief endeavor is to gain and hold publie approval. It no 
doubt is true that the vicious and obscene will continue for a 
time to appeal to the few. To these the playhouses of a lower 
order will cater. But it would be unjust to claim that these 
places are truly representative of the American theater, They 
are hardly regarded as a public menace or as the corrupters of 
the morals of the young. It is not too much to claim that the 
purification of the theater, broadly speaking, has been accom- 
plished by the publie by simple and direct methods. 

No- responsible and sagacious motion-picture producer 
would dare attempi to flaunt objectionable wares in the face 
of a discriminating public. The first cost of the modern pic- 
ture precludes him from catering directly to those less sensi- 
tive or-particular. Thus both producer and exhibitor impose 
upon themselves a sort of automatic censorship, which, so far 
as ean be judged, is working quite satisfaectorily.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

Ruling Out Confessions 


BILL has been introduced into the Legislature of Cali- 
A fornia, prohibiting the admission in criminal trails of 

confessions other than those made in the presence of 

the defendant’s attorney. Against this the California 
Peace Officers’ Association has begun a war. This associa- 
tion is composed of police heads in eities chiefly. They claim 
that, unless the confessions made fo police officers by those 
arrested on suspicion of crime are to be admitted as evidence 
it will be much more difficult te convict those charged with 
crime, because these confessions are, with rare exceptions, re- 
pudiated later, when an attorney gets hold of the case. In 
San Francisco it is shown by statistics, that only 55 per cent 


much reduced. 

From this point of view it would seem to be highly unde- 
sirable that confessions be banned. Under our court practices 
criminals have all the best of it as it is and to give them still 
more immunity is clearly contrary to the publie welfare: But 
there is another aspect of the matter, and doubtless the one 
the introducer of this measure had as his inspiration. That 
is the infamous third degree, by which some of those so-called 
confessions are extorted. This is peculiarly an American po- 
lice invention. It is not found in other so-called civilized or 
Christian countries. It consists of such physical abuse, menta! 
agony, and terror as to induce the one subjected to it to sign 
anything presented to him in order to gain relief. The an- 
cient inquisition sought to compeb-retraction and confession hp 
use of the rack, the thumbscrew, hot irons and fire, and many 
died under such torture rather than confess. Those things are 
not now used, but the spirit of them still prevails in the meth- 
ods employed by many police offieials to extort confessions. 
Almost daily, when the newspapers chronicle the arrest of 
some person on suspicion of crime the sentence appears: ‘‘He 
is now being grilled by the police.’’
